The city council recently ap- 
proved an amendment to an exist- 
ing agreement that may end up cost- 
ing San Jose residents some 11 mil- 
lion dollars. The council approved, 
by a vote of 7-3, to amend their 
agreement with Norcal Waste Sys- 
tems for “Recycle Plus” services. 
It seems that labor costs have gone 
up, and San Jose residents might be 
asked to cover the costs. 

During public testimony at the 
September 21st city council meet- 
ing, San Jose resident Ross 
Signorino raised an objection to 
what some might call a “bailout.” 
“Maybe they have to eat their 
costs... rather than coming to the 
people of San Jose.” 

A memo signed by Mayor 
Gonzales, Vice Mayor Dando and 
Councilmember Chavez concedes 
that, “...the city council is not re- 
quired by its original contract to 
approve an amendment to Norcal’s 
agreement...” (Source: city memo 


9/16/04 p.3)

The Lezotte/Reed memo con- 
tains another crucial point. Accord- 
ing to the two members of council, 
“When the council last considered 
and approved a rate increase, rep- 
resentations were made to the pub- 
lic that the approved rate increases 
would not be used for increased la- 
bor costs.”

At the September 21st council _ 


meeting, several councilmembers 
justified their decision to change the 
agreement and have San Jose resi- 
dents pay upwards of $11 million 
to offset a private corporation's in- 
creased labor costs, by stating that 
they were comfortable in the 


knowledge that the $11 million - 


would go directly to the workers, 
and not to the company's profits. 
Such logic might help to explain 
why San Jose's city budget is in 
such dire straits. Even operators of

Youth protest Governor 's veto on 


“Teaching and Learning Index’ 
They vow to continue the fight to implement Williams’ legislation 


San José — Students, par- 
ents, and community members 
joined “Californians for Justice” 
to hold a rally last week to ex- 
press their disappointment with 
the governor’s decision to veto 
SB1419, the “Opportunities for 
Teaching and Learning Index.” 
The bill would have created a 
statewide index that would in- 
form the public of California’s 
progress in providing students 
with basic resources such as text- 
books, quality teachers, and safe 
school conditions. 

This decision comes less 
than a month after the Governor 


settled the Williams vs. State of 


California lawsuit, recognizing 
the inequalities faced in schools 
by low income students of color. 
The Williams legislation is a his- 
toric step in addressing educa- 
tional inequalities in California 
schools. It gives students and 
parents a system to use when 
critical educational resources are 
not in place. However, this is 


only the first step. 

Students and community 
members disappointed by the 
Governor’s veto responded by 


‘vowing to continue the fight and 


unveiled plans for monitoring 
the implementation of William’s 
legislation. 

“Californians for Justice” is 
committed to taking the lead in 
informing the community of op- 
portunities to resolve resource 
disparities through the Williams 
legislation which establishes a 
formal complaint system at the 
County level, and requires text- 
books for all students in core 
subject areas and qualified teach- 
ers in each classroom. 

“We are disappointed that 
the Governor has failed to sup- 
port SB 1419. The Index would 
go beyond fixing the problems 
in our schools today, it would 
ensure that the students who fol- 
low us will have quality teach- 
ers, safe school conditions, and 
enough textbooks.” said Enrique

The righteous shall pay for sins of others

For the thousands of Latino resi- 
dents of Eastern Omaha, Nebraska, the 
future looms as heavily as lead. 

And a great deal of the responsi- 
bility lies with the Bush administration 
and its irresponsible policy of looking 
the other way when it comes to pollut- 
ers’ abuses. Eastern Omaha is just one 
of hundreds of toxic sites that threaten 
the health of Latino families through- 
out the United States. 

Irene Pérez, her six children, and 
the other families in this community on 
banks of the Missouri River, have the 
misfortune of living in the midst of one 
of the nation’s largest residential lead- 
contamination clean-up sites. Today, 
they are all paying for 120 years of poi- 
sonous emissions from a lead-refining 
plant that covered the land with a toxic 
layer extending throughout seven zip 
codes. 

The stacks of the ASARCO plant 
stopped poisoning the environment in 
1997, when it was shut down, leaving 
behind a toxic legacy of thousands of 
tons of lead, a heavy metal that causes 
severe learning and developing disabili- 
ties in children. 

Some 9,700 children live in the 
" contaminated areas, 300 of which have 
already tested high for lead in their 
blood. Pollution is so widespread and 
dangerous that much of Eastern Omaha 
has been declared a Superfund site, one 
of the most toxic places in the United 
States, making it eligible to receive fed- 
eral cleanup funds. 

Despite the severity of the situa- 
tion, residents have only just learned of 
the problem. 

“We were told there was lead poi- 


soning about a year ago,” says Irene, 
who has been living there for five 
years. “But there are many Latino fami- 
lies who have no idea what's going on 
because they don’t speak English, and 
the authorities don’t give any informa- 
tion in Spanish.” 

Out of the 16,000 properties with 
likely lead contamination, only 600 
have been cleaned up, and though 
Omaha receives $7 million in federal 
cleanup funds, the total cost could reach 
$214 million. 

But maybe Omaha should consider 
itself lucky. In the last four years, the 
number of Superfund sites that have 
been cleaned up across the country has 
been cut by half, and the number of sites 
receiving insufficient funds has been 
rising steadily. 

Why? September 30 marks the first 
anniversary of the bankruptcy of the 
Superfund Trust Fund — the account 
used to hold money gained from taxes 
on polluters that are used to pay for the 
cleanup of America's toxic waste sites. 


* Since then, all of money used to cleanup 


toxic waste sites has come from 
taxpayer’s pockets, which has meant 
tax payer funding of this program has 
increased by 300% since 1995. 

The Bush administration has re- 
fused to support a fundamental prin- 
ciple of environmental and human 
health protection: that polluters must 
pay for their toxic messes. 

“Those who cause pollution must 
clean it up,” says Irene, who arrived in 
this country from Mexico City ten years 
ago. “The government should force 
them to solve this problem. I came to 
the United States looking for my 


American dream. But what we are leav- 
ing for our children is not gold, it’s 
lead.” 

Again, we Latinos pay an espe- 
cially high price for the Bush 
administration’s irresponsible policies. 
Close to 25% of Superfund sites — in- 
dustrial sites which were abandoned by 
their owners after they poisoned the 
land— are found in the four states with 
the nation’s largest Latino populations: 
California, Florida, New York and 
Texas. If we also include Michigan, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania — states 
with large Latino communities— the 
percentage shoots up to almost 45%. 
And, of course, when it comes to His- 
panics, the chances of living close to 
these sites grow exponentially. 

Ironically, the EPA, a government 
agency, openly contradicts the Admin- 
istration by saying, “When funding is 
not sufficient (...) actions need to fully 
address the human health and environ- 
ment risks posed by the contaminants 
are delayed.” 

The Bush administration has made 
clear it will continue to make the tax- 
payer, and not the polluters, pay for 
toxic cleanups. Now the Superfund 
can’t afford to do its job. This year 46 
Superfund sites in 27 states will receive 
less than they need to clean up. Some 
sites won't receive a single penny. 

So now the righteous are paying for 
the polluters’ sins, but this time around 
we don’t need to turn the other cheek.

Licenses for undocumented 
workers: A losing battle?

California Assemblywoman Fran 
Pavley (D-Agoura Hills) voted for SB 60, 
the bill which granted licenses to undocu- 
mented workers last year, repealed in 
January of 2004. She did not supporting 
SB 1160, Senator Gil Cedillo’s (D-Los 
Angeles) latest version, because she be- 
lieves “people are overwhelmingly not in 
favor of it.” 

Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger 
agreed. His recent veto of SB 1160 re- 
flects the view of the majority of Califor- 
nians. 

Is the majority right? Should you 
govern by polls? 

Sometimes politicians have to fight 
for what's right even if a lot of people 
oppose an idea. 

It would not be easy to convince 
people that undocumented workers 
should have legal driver’s licenses. Most 
people cannot see beyond the thought of 
rewarding illegal behavior. It's an émo- 
tional reaction. “Illegals” deserve noth- 
ing but a trip back home at their expense. 

But if you analyze the situation ra- 
tionally, giving licenses to those who are 
living, working, and already driving is 
better for all concerned. 

Fourteen American states have al- 
ready done it. Alaska, Connecticut, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Montana, Nevada, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, Ohio, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Utah, Washington and 
West Virginia let undocumented workers 
apply for driver’s licenses. 

These states recognize that it’s bet- 
ter to know who is driving on their free- 
ways rather than to bury their heads in 
the sand and pretend people don’t exist. 
Not giving licenses to undocumented 
workers will not make them disappear. 

With or without licenses people will 
drive. Without licenses, they'll drive in 
fear that if they get stopped they might 
be arrested and eventually deported. 

Giving undocumented workers li- 
censes will not increase their numbers 
because they don’t come here for any 
other reason except because they get 
hired. 

If people are really interested in con- 
trolling illegal immigration, they should 
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focus their efforts on taking those jobs 
away. 

We could start with the Border Pa- 
trol conducting raids during harvest time 
in many farms. Lots of people would get 
deported. 

You say that cannot be done? It can. 
It was done in Georgia several years ago. 
The screamers, however, were not the 
undocumented workers but the compa- 
nies who called their elected officials and 


the raids during harvests stopped. 


Since there is an ambivalent position 
with regards to undocumented workers in 
this country, it's easy to say no to their 
rights and at the same time benefit from 
their toil. 

When companies hire people, they 
are saying that workers have value not 
simply as commodities but as human be- 
ings as well. Thus they deserve to be 
treated with respect and be allowed the 
means of adequate transportation. 

Licenses would mean that they’d 
know the rules of the road and also qualify 
for insurance. They would not flee the 
scene of an accident because they’d have 
much more to lose by doing so. 

Cedillo’s latest bill dealt with the se- 
curity concerns expressed by Arnold 
Schwarzenegger at the beginning of 2004 
when.the California legislature voted to 
repeal SB 60. 

The new bill required multiple forms 
of identification. They include a birth cer- 
tificate, a passport or official ID issued 
by the applicants’ native countries, and 
proof of California residency. Applicants 
would also have to provide a photo, be 
fingerprinted, and pay $146.00 to cover 
the cost of criminal background checks 
by state and federal officials. The back- 
ground checks would be similar to those 
of professionals such as lawyers, pilots, 
and teachers. In addition, applicants 
would have to find a sponsor who is a 
U.S. citizen holding a California driver’s 
license. 

Under Cedillo’s new bill those indi- 
viduals who have committed crimes 
would not have applied. 

California Democrats may decide 
that fighting for undocumented workers 
is a losing battle and opt out of it to focus 
on other issues which may have a better 
chance of success. But when Democrats 
don’t fight for the underdog, you really 
have to start believing what Ralph Nader 
has been saying: there is no difference 
between Democrats and Republicans.

Houston (EFE) — The drowning of three 
Mexican would-be migrant women in the Rio 
Grande has prompted an investigation into allega- 
tions that U.S. Border Patrol agents threw rocks at 
them to force them back across the river. 

Surviving immigrants told Mexican authorities 
that the three died after the Border Patrol agents 
forced a group of immigrants to return to Mexican 
territory by swimming back across the river they 
had just finished crossing. 

The witnesses also said the agents had thrown 
rocks and yelled insults at the women. 

The incident happened Thursday, Sept. 23 
around 4:30 a.m. when three Mexican immigrants 
drowned near Piedras Negras, on the Mexican side 
of the border from Eagle Pass, Texas, after getting 
caught in the current of the Rio Grande. ; 

On Saturday, the Mexican rescue team Grupo 
Beta ended their search to recover the bodies of the 
three victims, identified as Carmen Bustamante 


parently reached the U.S. side of the river when they 
were “forced by Border Patrol officers to return to 
Mexican territory by once again crossing the ... 
river.” said the Mexican consul in Eagle Pass. Jorge 
Ernesto Espejel. 

Grupo Beta was able to save two men and an 
11 year old child from that group of immigrants. 

The Mexican consulate received written state- 
ments from the two adult survivors, Gerardo Ojeda, 
31. and Mario Ortega Villanueva, 26, and Espejel 
said the consulate then turned the statement and the 
request for an investigation over to local U.S. Bor- 
der Patrol chief Kevin Brashear. 

Consulate officials were notified on Monday 
that an investigation was underway. 

In the statement, the witnesses recounted the 
incident, saying “they made them return and they 
began to throw rocks at them and yell words at them 
in English that sounded like insults.” from the way 


the words were expressed. 


the processing of immigrants who cross the border 
illegally, not to mention abusive conduct on the part 
of the Border Patrol agents. 

According to bilateral agreements, immigrants 
who are caught trying to cross the river are to be 
arrested and processed in local Border Patrol sta- 


tions, and Mexican consulates are to be notified of 


their deportation, which is conducted by returning 
migrants via international bridges over the Rio 
Grande. 

Dennis Smith, spokesman for the section of the 
Border Patrol that overseas the operations in Eagle 
Pass, told local journalists that the case is being re- 
ferred to the Office of the General Inspector and 
that the circumstances surrounding the deaths are 
being investigated. 

Surveillance cameras set up along the border 
may have captured at least part of the incident, and 
those tapes will be included in the investigation.<>

Practíquese exámenes 

El primer paso para preve- 
nir la pre diabetes es hacerse 
pruebas. El National Diabetes 
Education Program (Programa 
Nacional de Educación sobre la 
Diabetes), sugiere que las per- 
sonas mayores de 45 años debe- 
rían pedir a sus doctores pruebas 
para pre diabetes y diabetes. 
Siete de cada 10 estadouniden- 
ses no conocen el nivel de glu- 
cosa en su sangre, lo que consti- 
tuye una clave para determinar 
tanto la pre diabetes como la 
diabetes, de acuerdo con la 
ADA. 

Cuide su peso 

La obesidad es un factor de 
riesgo clave en el desarrollo de 
pre diabetes y de diabetes tipo 
2. Aún una pequeña reducción 


de peso puede ayudar a reducir 
el riesgo. La pérdida de entre 5 
y 7 por ciento del peso corporal 
mediante una dieta saludable y 
la práctica de ejercicio pueden 
evitar o retrasar la aparición de 
la diabetes tipo 2 en los pre dia- 
béticos, de acuerdo con el Na- 
tional Institute of Diabetes and 
Digestive Kidney Diseases. Una 
dieta adecuada ayuda a mante- 
ner niveles normales de glucosa 
en la sangre, de colesterol y de 
grasa en la sangre. 

“Los pre diabéticos pueden 
empezar una dieta saludable re- 
cordando una regla muy simple: 
asegúrese que las calorías que 
ingiere en los alimentos sean 
menores que aquellas que 
quema durante las actividades 
diarias”, manifestó Russell 
Bennett, Vicepresidente de 
Latino Health Solutions de 
PacifiCare. “Esto puede lograr- 


se evitando alimentos ricos en 
grasas, escogiendo alimentos 
sin grasa o bajos en grasa y to- 
mando porciones más peque- 
ñas. Es importante que aquellos 
que tienen un alto riesgo de pre- 
diabetes y de diabetes tipo 2,es- 
pecialmente la comunidad la- 
tina, pidan a sus doctores que 
les practiquen las pruebas y bus- 
quen el tratamiento adecuado”.

que pueden verse afectados por 
la diabetes.

Ask Doctor Alice — Is the Doctor 


in? Not if you don’t speak English 


Thirteen-year-old Gricelda 
Zamora was like many children 
whose parents speak limited English: 
she served as her family’s interpreter. 
When she developed severe abdomi- 
nal pain, her parents took her to the 
hospital. Unfortunately, Gricelda 
was too sick to interpret for herself, 
and the hospital did not provide an 
interpreter. After a night of observa- 
tion, her Spanish-speaking parents 
were told, without the aid of an in- 
terpreter, to bring her back immedi- 
ately if her symptoms worsened, and 
otherwise to follow up with a doctor 
in three days. However, what her par- 
ents understood from the conversa- 
tion was that they should wait three 
days to see the doctor. After two 
days, with Gricelda’s condition de- 
teriorating, they felt they could no 
longer wait, and rushed her back to 
the emergency department. Doctors 
discovered she had a ruptured appen- 
dix. She was airlifted to a nearby 
medical center in Phoenix, where she 
died a few hours later. 

The story of Gricelda Zamora is 
not unique. Moon Chul Sun, a Ko- 
rean immigrant, recently died after a 
month of futile attempts to seek care 
at three separate New York hospitals. 

Fortunately, stories like theirs 
are few and far between. But they are 
the tip of an iceberg, the most vis- 
ible manifestation of a silent epi- 
demic that affects millions of immi- 
grants who don’t have access to the 
most fundamental aspect of good 
medical care: clear communication. 

Most hospitals across the United 
States still rely on untrained inter- 
preters such as janitors and patients’ 
friends and family members, who 
have been shown in study after study 
to provide inaccurate — sometimes 


dangerously inaccurate — interpreta- 
tions. h 

Little attention has been paid to 
language barriers in healthcare, be-. 
cause they affect the most mar- 
ginalized sector in our communities: 
recent immigrants, many of whom 
are poor. With enormous obstacles 
to accessing health services, these 
families literally have no voice in 
their own healthcare. In an influen- 
tial study by the Institute of Medi- 
cine on improving the safety of our 
healthcare system, language barriers 
only receive a orie-sentence mention 
as a possible cause of medical errors. 

But changing demographics 
suggest that this silent epidemic de- 
mands our attention, as it affects 
more and more families. According 
to the U.S. Census, between 1990 
and 2000, the number of people who 
spoke English less than “very well” 
increased by 50%, to 21 million 
people. Although two thirds of these 
are Spanish-speakers, there are more 
than 300 other languages and dialects 
spoken across the country. And while 
certain states (such as California, 
Texas, New York and Florida) have 
well-established immigrant popula- 
tions, limited English speakers can 
be now found in every state, and in 
urban, suburban, and rural settings. 

In the coming months, any dis- 
cussion of immigrants will likely be 
framed by the twin concerns of ille- 
gal immigration and terrorism. But 
regardless of whether the issue of 
language barriers gains any cam- 
paign traction, it will make a huge 
difference who occupies the White 
House come January. For people like 
Gricelda Zamora and Moon Chul 
Sun, it may be even the difference 
between life and death.s=

Un drama contemporáneo, escrito en el pasado

Para discutir “Major Bar- 
bara”, la obra escrita por el dra- 
maturgo irlandés George Bernard 
Shaw (1856-1950), que se está 
presentando en San José Reper- 
tory Theatre, tenemos que discutir 
los elementos necesarios para 
analizar el drama. Empezaremos 
diciendo que en 1885 cuando 
Shaw, que trabajaba en Londres 
como crítico de música y teatro 
para el periódico Saturday Re- 
view, comenzó a escribir dramas, 
lo hizo con el propósito de protes- 
tar por el trabajo de los dramatur- 
gos actuales cuyas obras se basa- 
ban en temas “artificiales” y per- 
sonajes “convencionales” de la 
Época Victoriana. 

Imitando a Ibsen, cuyos dra- 
mas comenzaban a presentarse en 
los tablados ingleses, Shaw co- 
menzó a utilizar “realismo” en 
una nueva forma a la que le dio el 
nombre de “Alta comedia” porque 
los temas, simulaban ser cómicos 
pero eran en realidad “intelectua- 
les”. Al describirlos en masa, 
Shaw catalogó sus obras como 
“Dramas desagradables” porque

su “poder dramático” forzaba al 
expectador a analizar las situa- 
ciones de la vida actual que no 
eran de su agrado.

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Uno de estos dramas es el lla- 
mado “Mayor Barbara”. La obra 
está basada alrededor de tres per- 
sonajes principales: Andrew 
Undershaft, un millonario; su hija 
Bárbara, que tiene el grado de Ma- 
yor en el ejército del Salvation 
Army y Adolphus Cusins, su pro- 
metido, un poeta y profesor de 
griego. El tema del drama es la 
pobreza presentada en un diálogo 
polémico en la que se discute lo 
que puede hacerse para evitarla. 

En 1905, cuando debutó el 
drama “La Gran Bretaña” decía 
estar en su apogeo, sin embargo 
estadísticas del tiempo demues 
tran que un millón de británicos 
recibían Poor Law relief (el equi- 
valente de social Welfare). Sólo 
en Londres había más de 148.000 
personas sin hogar donde 1.365 
de ellos dormían en las calles 

Por haberla experimentado 
en “carne propia” por muchos 
años, una de las situaciones que 
Shaw consideraba “como un cri- 
men” era la pobreza. Socialista 
inmerso en su filosofía, el dra- 
maturgo usaba sus obras para re- 
velarse contra la desigualdad eco- 
nómica existente en Inglaterra, en 
ese tiempo. En ellos criticaba tam- 
bién a la monarquía por “crear” 
con sus absurdas leyes el desem- 
pleo, que causaba la pobreza en 
masa y forzaba a los pobres a una 
“esclavitud cultural”. De acuerdo 
con Shaw era un círculo vicioso 
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en el que por falta de empleos, las 
personas no podían trabajar y por 
falta de trabajo no tenían dinero. 
El resultado: la pobreza les mante- 
nía en supresión, no pudiendo me- 
jorar las condiciones económicas 
de su familia, los pobres tenían 
que continuar esclavizados por los 
capitalistas. 

En “Major Barbara”, los des- 
poseídos están representados nor 
hombres y mujeres como Sh.. ¡ey 
que llegan a tomar leche y a comer 
pan al Salvation Army por que se 
quedó en la calle cuando al cum- 
plir 45 años se le consideró “muy 
viejo” en la fábrica donde:había 
trabajado por 10 años y fué réécm- 
plazado. 

El “capitalismo” lo represen- 
ta Undershaft, un millonario sin 
escrúpulos que ha hecho su fortu- 
na construyendo cañones y armas 
de destrucción. Cuando le pregun- 
tan cuál es su religión, simple- 
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mente responde “mis millones”. 
El conflicto del drama es el con- 
traste entre la fe de su hija Bárba- 
ra, cuya misión es “salvar almas” 
y su convicción de que la “salva- 
ción” de los pobres no se logra po- 
niendo como ejemplo a los Santos 
que abrazaron la pobreza, sino 
con dinero. 

En el tercer acto del drama y 
para demostrarlo Undershaft invi- 
ta a Bárbara a que visite su “fábri- 
ca de destrucción” como ella lo 
llama, y le enseña el lugar donde 
sus millones ganados matando 
hombres y mujeres con sus armas 
en las guerras, le han permitido 
dar casas a sus empleados, escue- 
las a sus hijos y un mejor nivel de 
vida a sus familias. 

Dirigida por Timothy Near, la 
producción de SJRT es digna de 
verse. En su papel de Lady Bri- 
tomart/Rummy Mitchens), Glynis 
Bell representó su doble papel con 
excelencia. Bell impersonó su La- 
dy Britomart con naturalidad y 
clase y su Rummy con los mane- 
rismos de la clase proletaria. 

Mark A. Phillips nos pudo ha- 
ber dado un mejor Stephen, pero 
su actuación la noche en que de- 
butó, estuvo tan exagerada que su 


personaje perdió la naturalidad. 
Como Andrew Undershaft Peter 
Van Norden dijo convincente “la 
pobreza no es algo de lo que no 
debes enorgullecerte”, le dice a 
Shirley a lo que él responde: 
“¿quién hizo sus millones?, los 
hicieron las personas como yo, a 
quienes ustedes mantienen en la 
pobreza”. 

Erik Singer representó un 
Adolphus Cusins creíble. “Dinero 
y armas pueden hacer millona- 
rios”, le dice a Undershaft “pero 
las personas que encuentran el 
cielo en la tierra, son las que han 
aprendido a vivir”. 

La mejor actuación de la no- 
che fue la de Stacy Ross, que nos 
dio una Bárbara con “alma” y con 
un basto repertorio emocional. La 
vimos exponer su fe con convic- 
ción y demostrar su compasión. 
Experimentamos su idealismo y 
sentimos su frustración cuando se 
da cuenta, como las personas

“We felt it is appropriate and necessary to rec- 
ognize our Hispanic students,” explained senior 
ALLIED administrator Jeanette Crawford, who 
welcomed the capacity crowd. 

“The students receiving recognition today rep- 
resent families who come from 22 different coun- 
tries where Spanish is spoken,” added Superinten- 
dent Manny Barbara, after explaining that all too 
often the early efforts of Hispanic students are not 
recognized, nor their progress acknowledged. The 
nominations were made by school administrators 
and teachers as the students completed the Sth and 
the 7th Grades and were now entering the last year 
of their elementary or middle school experience. 
Student awards were given in three categories. 

The Academic Excellence Award was given to 
102 students, representing continued grade excel- 
lence, and in the case of the middle school students, 
a grade point average above 3.5 points. 

Nearly half of the awards were given in the 
category of Academic Improvement; a category 
which ALLIED administrator Bill Abraham felt was 
so critical to acknowledge. “Students made con- 
sistent and remarkable improvement throughout the 
year, asking for help when needed, and attending 
extra hours for additional instruction when neces- 
sary,” he explained. 

A Hispanic Heritage Award was given tc {6 
students for their contributions in intercultural 1n- 
derstanding, goodwill and promotion of Hispanic 


culture with their teachers and schools. 

The event was filled with special symbolism. 
Each student received three items when they went 
on stage: a certificate “to demonstrate your ac- 
complishment,” said Yvette Irving, ALLIED Ad- 
ministrators Chair; “a flower - not to keep, but to 
give to someone because no one of us made it here 
without the help of a special individual,” and a la- 
pel pin presented by Madres en Acción Chairper- 
son, Rita Ledesma. 

Students receiving the Academic Excellence 
and Academic Improvement Awards were bestowed 
with a gold or silver pin with the word “excellence” 
written on it and displaying a star “to show the 
world that you are striving for excellence,” contin- 
ued Irving. Hispanic Spirit Award winners received 
a gold star pin, an icon of powerful “historical, bib- 
lical, and mathematical significance,” according to 
Irving, who sited stellar constellations as signifi- 
cant to the Mayan culture of Mexico, a noteworthy 
ancient contributor to modern technology. 

Finally, 24 Hispanic Community Awards were 
given to adults who “have designed or implemented 
programs that have created a positive change or 
improvement in the quality of education in the 
classroom or school,” said Alma Maldonado- 
Castro, the ALLIED Administrator who gave out 
the certificates. Programs fostered by these His- 
panic Community Award winners varied from im- 
proving parental involvement in the schools to in- 
creasing the ability of the district to assess and 
present the best in Hispanic culture.<=

up the feelings of the town’s 
residents who can find no ex- 

“planation for the unprecedented 
shooting. 

The magnitude of the inci- 
«dent prompted the Argentine 
¿government to declare two days 
of national mourning, while the 
Education Ministry called for a 
“day of repudiation, grief and 
reflection” in the nation’s 
schools. 

The shooter, identified only 
as Rafael S., the son of a coast 
guard non-commissioned of- 
ficer, fired his father’s service 
pistol at least 13 times at his 
classmates as the day’s first 
class was about to begin. 

The boy was described as 
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timid and introverted with no 
past record of bad behavior by 
his parents, teachers and class- 
mates. 

A children’s court judge in 
charge of the case said he could 
not yet file charges against the 
boy, citing his unstable mental 
state, but that he expected the 
situation to be resolved shortly. 

The town’s mayor, Ricardo 
Curetti, said Rafael “was bro- 
kenhearted, crying and asking 
to be forgiven for what he had 
done.” 

Of the five children 
wounded, three remain hospital- 
ized in critical condition in the 
city of Viedma, according to the 
latest medical reports.<= 
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
